letter was not written earl- 
fer, It might have influenced 
the government’s decision 
for location of the univer- 
sity, and I did not want to 
spoil our chances for it, a 
possibly good thing. 

But now, after St, Albert 
has been chosen as the site, 
I would like to hear from 
council what e:.actly the 
benefits of a university in 
St. Albert are, especially to 
the average tax-payer. I also 
would like to learn from 
council, who is going to pay 
for all the additional ser- 
vices which are obviously 
going to be required to ser- 
vice the university students, 
And finally, I would like to 
point out, that our way of 
life could be adversely 
changed thru changes to our 
environment, brought about 
by the university. 

There are no doubts in 
my mind, that the business 
community in St, Albert will 
flourish, because of in- 
creased sales resulting from 
a greater population, result~ 
ing from the university, But 
there are approximately 85 
per cent of our residents, 
who do not own businesses, 
and therefore do not stand 
to gain direct financial bene- 
fit. And it could very well be 
that they stand to lose on 
several counts, My question 
is, are we going to be faced 
with higher taxes? And how 
will it affect our way oflife? 

The way | seeit, there will 
be a great amount of expen- 
ditures for new and addition- 
al services to be rendered 
by the town, This may be 
partially or fully paid for 
by government grants in lieu 
of taxes, (Universities pay 
no property taxes), I like to 
know whether or not this 
grant or grants would cover 


each item of the more than 
likely required services, as 
listed below. 

The list following is based 
on my own assumptions, and 
stands, to include all reas= 
onable services which we 
may be required to provide, 
until a study by competent 
town planners assures me 
that such services need not 
to be provided by the town, 
or will not be an extra tax 
load on the town’s property 
owner, The list is based on 
the projected enrolment of 
students, which we know to 
be ‘5,000 to start with, and 
going to 10,000 in a very 
short time,’’ as announced 
by our education minister. 
The last figure would fust 
about double the amount of 
population to be served by 
the town, With this in mind, 
here is my list of services 
most likely required: 

1, A new water main from 
Edmonton would definitely be 
required, since the present 
water main is already flow- 
ing at peak capacity. 

2. New roads would be 
required to and from the 
campus, and additional road 
maintenance would be re= 
quired for both the new,and 
existing roads, since in- 
creasing traffic would mean 
that road surfaces need re= 
pair more often, To avoid 
accidents caused by dust, 
roads between town andcam-~= 
pus would have to be paved. 

To imagine the type of 
roads, traffic control and 
road maintenance required, 
all we have to do is com- 
pare the present four-lane 
highway into Edmonton, 
which at present handles 
about 3,000 cars during the 
rush hour, one-way, Thefor= 
mer two lanes of that high- 
way were widened because 
it was getting pretty crowd- 
ed, Now we can assume what 
will be required, if some 
8,000 people are driving to 
the university. (This ex- 
cludes 1,500 living on the 
campus, and about 500 liv- 
ing in St, Albert), 

It would be foolish indeed 
to route this sort of traffic 


thru town, as would be the 
case with one of the possible 
announced sites, although 
our businesses downtown 
more than likely would pre- 
fer the use of this particular 
site, 

3. New costs for snow 
clearing, including addition- 
al machinery, would arise, 
since it just won’t do, to 
plow roads having this kind 
of traffic only once or twice 
during the year, 

4, To handle traffic flow, 
it would be necessary to in= 
stall traffic lights at all 
major intersections in town 
and wherever the campus 
roads would join the high- 
way. 

5, Garbage collection 
equipment and man-power 
would have to be doubled, 
even if the university would 
have its own incinerator, 
since there would bethe type 
yf garbage that does not 
burn, which would have to 
be picked up daily. 

6. Proper incinerator 
equipment would berequired 
instead of the present type of 
garbage disposal, since 
burning at the dump, if not 
in the meantime out-lawed 
by federal legislation, would 
surely lead to the first march 
on town hall by the students, 

7. The police force may 
have to be tripled, in accor- 
dance with the increase in 
population served, increase 
in traffic and accidents, and 
in accordance with the fact 
that the per capita rate of 
crime goes up in centres 
with increased population, 

8, Sewage treatment fac- 
ilities would likely have to 
be doubled. Possibly atreate 
ment plant would become 
necessary besides our pre- 
sent lagoon system. 

9, A professional fire de- 
partment, together with add- 
itional equipment such as a 
ladder truck orsnorkel truck 
may become necessary, to 
serve the increase of, and 
the types and sizes of, build- 
ings making up a university. 

10, Recreational facilities, 
such as swimming pool, 
parks, skating rinks, curling 


rink, etc, may have to be 
increased substantially, in 
order to avoid overcrowd- 
ing. 

If we are forced to pay 
for even half of the above 
additional services, then we 
can be sure that our taxes 
will once miore sky-rocket. 
To assume that the popula- 
tion of St, Albert would ine 
crease to such an extent that 
we break even tax-wise, is 
only wishful thinking at this 
stage, Most of the students 
will be living in Edmonton, 
and pay their indirect taxes 
there in the form of rent, 
Rental accommodations will 
continue to be more compet- 
itive there, since landlords 
pay less in taxes, 

Commercial enterprises 
serving the special needs of 
the university areestablish- 
ed in Edmonton to service 
the university located there, 
and are not goingto establish 
in St, Albert, since it is 
much more aconomical to 
deliver their goods by truck 
once or twice a week from 
Edmonton, 

But we will be stuck to 
provide the services for all 
of the 10,000 students, even 
though they will not be paying 
for it by way of indirect 
taxation, rents or business 
transactions, To my know- 
ledge, Edmonton did not ask 
the government to get this 
new university as well, 

They did state, however, 
that it is uneconomical for 
them to increase their pre- 
sent campus beyond the pro- 
jected enrolment of 25,000 
students. Their ratio at that 
enrolment is 25,000 students 
to approximately 25,000 bus- 
inesses and 450,000 popula- 
tion, Our ratio will be 10,000 
students to approximately 50 
businesses and approximat- 
ely 13,000 population. There 
is no question in my mind 
that we cannot pay for the 
expense of servicing those 
students, unless every major 
projected need is fully paid 
for by a government grant. 

I think that it is imperae 
tive, that a complete study 
of the type of services re= 
quired, and the means of 
future revenue for same, 
be done by competent pro= 
fessional town planners, now 


Report from the Legislature

As I compile this report, 
my eyes focus on a fairly 
large number of postcards 
on my desk which read as 
follows: Dear Sir: I demand 
strict enforcement of exist- 
ing pollution control and 
immediate legislationto stop 
further pollution, Sincerely- 

While Iam very sympathe- 
tic to this request my 
thoughts went alongthis line, 
Strict law enforcement of 
any kind, while desirable, 
is difficult and costly, This 
is very noticeable in traffic 
and liquor violations, 

If I drive down the high- 
way or street within the 
speed limit, many vehicles 
pass me, Some may ask, 
“Why is there not strict 
law enforcement?’ 

This is a question which 
I have often asked myself. 
Of course, we all know if 
we engaged enough police to 
charge every violator we 
would have a police state, 

It would appear most 
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people do not realize how 
prevelent pollution is. While 
industry in the province is 
subject to strict pollution 
control (Imperial Fertilizer 
Plant in this constituency 
invested $4,000,000 for this 
purpose) a great responsi- 
bility rests on governments 
of all levels, organizations 
and all private citizens. 

The post cards indicate 
a desire that all pollution 
be immediately stopped by 
legislation, This is an im- 
possible request, Smoking 
causes cqnsiderable pollu- 
tion (especially in a small 
room), Shotld this be stopped 
by legislation, 

The burning of brush, the 
auto exhaust system, the 
emptying of sewage in the 
rivers, the noise pollution 
including snow vehicles, 
some dance bands and jet 
aircraft all contribute to this 
complaint to a degree. 

I am going to urge every- 
one to not go overboard or 


become radical in this pro- 
blem of pollution, I would 
hope to take as strict astand 
as possible without supporte 
ing extreme legislation 
which would put an unreas- 
onable financial burden on 
any council, 

It has been said on many 
occasions that of all the 
Canadian provinces, Alberts 
leads the way in pollutior 
control, I will do my utmost 
to make sure we stay in thal 
position, 

The budget for the pro- 
vince was presented on Fri- 
day. For the first year in 
the 1970s, the government 
estimates expenditures of 
$1,146,012,185, While the 
government will do some 
borrowing for capital expen- 
diture, no new provincial 
taxes or increases are pro= 
posed, The four-mill pro- 
perty tax for hospital will 
oe dropped and replaced by 
an adjustment in the pre- 
miums charged by the Health 


Care Commission, 

The department of educa- 
tion will contribute an 
increase of $40 million to 
the operation of the school 
boards of this province, 
There is also a $40 million 
capital grants estimate for 
the universities, Care for 
the mentally ill has increas- 
ed from almost $23 million 
to almost $26 million with 
an additional $1 milliondoll- 
ars for improvements tc 
hospitals caring for these 
people, 

Considerable emphasis 
nas been placed on housing 
programs throughout the 
province in co-operation 
with the federal government 
through its Central Housing 
and Mortgage, 

Forty million dollars has 
been sent aside for this pure 
pose with #1 million for 
land assembly, mostly for 
low income families, wel- 
fare recipients and senior 
citizens, 
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and before any agreements 
or contracts in connection 
with the proposed university 
are entered into by the Town 
of St, Albert. 

My second subject is that 
of possible ill effects the 
university might have onour 
environment and our way of 
life, 

Let us for a moment ima- 
gine 10,000 students congre- 
gating downtown during the 
lunch hour, That is in atown 
of a mere 13,000 population, 
more than half of which are 
children, and approximately 
3,000 of the adults being 
away at work in Edmonton. 
That leaves about 3,000 
adults, most of them female 
facing a crowd of 10,000 
students. Does this not sound 
frightening? 

Suppose a few hooligans 
start something, They could 
make everybody feel that 
they own the town and the 
whole thing can easily turn 
into a major riot before we 
know it, We have heard about 
riots from just about every 
campus in North Amerfta, 
We are furthermore told by 
“experts,’’ that this 1s 
the trend, and that campus 
violence is on the increase, 

To be more specific, the 
problems of environment are 
those, which could drastic- 
ally change our quiet way of 
life, These problems would 
affect St, Albert residents, 
and the type of living they 
chose when they settled in 
this town and liked it the way 
it was: quiet, without traffic, 
and practically free of crime, 
free of vandalism, free of 
litter, free of loose morals, 
and free of slums, 

These residents are happy 
the way they are, Otherwise 
they would move away, or not 
come here in the first place. 
And for this bit of happiness 
they pay a bit more intaxes, 
I cannot speak for others, 
but for myself I would not 
like to trade our environ 
ment for a place with a 
worse environment and less 
taxes. If the university is 
financially a sound proposie 
tion for the town, then more 
than likely we have to accept 
some or all of the following 
possible changes to our en= 
vironment, unless of course 
we choose otherwise, if we 
were asked by a plebiscite, 
whether that is what we want. 

Here now is a list of 
possible environmental pro- 
blems: 

1, Slum conditions, due to 
basement suites, rooming 
houses, box-like wal k-up 
apartments, all built cheaply 
to cater to the average means 
of students, and in order to 
be competitive with less 
taxed rental accommodation 
in Edmonton, 

2. More hamburgere 
stands, more drive-in 
theatres, discothecque 
houses, and other similar 
‘progressive’ businesses, 

3, Vandalism, prankster- 
ism, delinquency, cars tear= 
ing thru residental streets 
at excessive speeds, beer 
and pop bottles thrown all 
over public and private pro= 
perty. 


4, Drug addiction, narcot- 
ic peddling, drunks, hippies, 
exhibitionists, ‘‘open’”’ sex, 
and other ‘‘fun’” happenings 
common to many campuses, 

5. Possibilities of violent 
demonstrations, protests, 
riots, traffic blocks, and 
general disorder, 

T have lived in an Edmon- 
ton district catering to uni- 
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versity students, and have 
personally suffered from 
many of the problems under 
(1) and (3) above. We had 
cars sprayed with the apart. 
ments fire extinguisher, 
bottles. thrown into our vin- 
dow inthe middle of the night, 
City parking signs erected 
on our front lawn, bottles 
smashed on our front steps, 
entrance mats stolen, gar- 
bage cans rolled down five 
street hill, etc., and I can 
say I had enough of it, (All 
that by university students, 
who admitted), 

But my own prejudice 
aside, St, Albert residents 
should be made aware of both 
sides of the story, Givethem 
the facts about possible in- 
creases in taxes. Then let 
them choose, I believe in 
supporting St, Albert bus- 
inesses, but even if they 
would accept the university 
as is, do they know what 
they can get us into?

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Plastics factory swings into action

Next time you go shopping 
for an item in the plastic 
houseware line, such as a 
laundry basket, dishpan or 
garbage container, take a 
good look at the label, 

Chances are it will read 
“Lady Provincial,” the 
trade name being used on 
the housewares line manu- 
factured by Pro-Western 
Plastics Limited of St, Alb- 
ert. 

In production since Jan, 
15, Pro—Western Plastics 
manufactures both industrial 
and houseware lines for the 
western market. 

“Up until now, we've been 
concentrating mainly on the 
industrial lines, We're just 
getting under way on house= 
ware lines,” said Donald W, 
Lacroix, president of the 
firm, 

He added that the pro- 
ducts would be available in 
stores in this area in the 
near future, 

The plant opened in 
September of 1969 in a build- 
ing on Lakeview Drive, for~ 
merly owned by Monomold 
Containers, 

“We wanted to establish 
in the west,” said Mr, La- 
croix, ‘‘and we knew about 
this building. When we came 
out and looked at it, we de- 
cided it was what we were 
looking for, At the time the 
property was purchased, we 
hadn’t definitely decided to 
use it for a plastics factory. 
We were considering several 
possibilities but decided that 
the building and location 
were ideally sulted to the 
plastics industry."’ 

‘The interest and encour- 
agement provided by both the 
industrial development 
branch, department of in 
dustry and tourism of the 
Province of Alberta and the 
mayor of the Town of St, 
Albert and members of his 
council, convinced us that 
this was the ideal location 
for such an industry.’’ 

There are two companies 
involved in Pro-Western 
Plastics Ltd, — Lacroix 
Holdings Ltd., which owns 
the building and property, 
and Provincial Industries 
Ltd. of St, Damien, Quebec, 
one of the largest firms in 
Canada In injection molding. 

**We weren't able to regis- 
ter the company name ‘Pro~ 
vinelal’ here,’ Mr, Lacroix 
said, “so we chose ‘Pro- 
Western’.”’ 

Both Donald Lacroix and 
his father, Antoine J, Lae 
crois, who is secretary 
treasurer of the company, 
have come from New Bruns- 
wick, where they were in- 
volved in the pulp and paper 
industry. 

Donald Lacroix and his 
family have been Living in 
St. Albert since last August. 
Mr. Lacroix sr. makes his 
home in Edmonton. 

Asked about the transition 
from one part of the country 
to another and from onetype 
of industry to another, Mr, 
Lacroix explained that two 
men from Provincial Indust- 
ries in Quebec, both with a 
good background in the plast- 
ics industry, have been here 
to supply the technical and

manufacturing assistance 
required, 

‘Except for these two men 
from the plant in Quebec, we 
are employing all local help 
and training our own employ- 
ees,’’ 

At present there are 11 
employees, including the ad- 
ministrative staff. Two 
shifts are in operation, from 
8 a.m, to midnight, with plans 
for a third shift to start in 
the near future. 

‘*When this comes about, 
we'll be hiring local help tc 
handle the work,” Mr, La- 
croix stated. 

Asked if he feltthere were 
any disadvantages in locating 
{in a smaller centre such as 
St. Albert, Mr, Lacroix was 
emphatic in his reply: 

**St, Albert is an ideal 
location for industry and 
we've found no disadvantages 
whatsoever. We're very well 
located to serve the larger 


centres in the west, being 
just about halfway between 
Vancouver and Winnipeg. 

‘‘Right now, we’re intro- 
ducing our products into the 
west and they’re being well 
received, We hope to expand 
and certainly anticipate that 
the company will grow.’’ 

When this growth does take 
place, Pro-Western Plastics 
Ltd. is well equipped to 
handle it, Both the office 
and factory areas of the 
building are extremely spa- 
cious, allowing plenty of 
room ‘or expansion The 
company also owns 10 acres 
of property. 

A bright ani spacious en- 
tranceway to the office por- 
tion of the building leads to 
the offices of Mr, Lacrois 
senior, Clement Metiver, 
vice-president in charge of 
production and Mrs, Mireille 
Lafleur, secretary-recept- 
fonist and accountant, 


“All the staff except one 
person speaks French here,” 
said Mrs, Lafleur, who was 
born in Quebec but has been 
a resident of St, Albert for 
the past eight years. She 
quickly proved her own ble 
lingual abilities by handling 
a series of phone calls al- 
ternately in French and 
English, 

The second floor contains 
a showroom area and the 
president’s office, Through 
the windows of Mr, Lacroix’s 
office, horses are visible in 
a paddock a few hundred 
yards away. New homes in 
the Grandin Park area can 
be seen behind a screen of 
trees and there is an une 
obstructed view across the 
valley to the Mission Park 
area, Mr, Lacroix feels that 
this rather unique view from 
a factory is just one of the 
advantages gained by decid- 
ing to locate in theSt, Albert 
area, 

A tour of the plant re~ 
vealed that production is ine 
deed in full swing. 

Two injection molding 
machines were in operation, 
The larger one, which was 
manufactured in the United 
States and is one of the lar~ 
gest of its type in use in 
Western Canada, was pro= 
ducing white food packaging 
pails for industrial use while 
the smaller machine which 
had come from Italy, was 
turning out the lids. 

Asked for an explanation 
of the manufacturing pro- 
cess == in its simplest 
terms <= Mr, Lacroix re- 
plied that the operation 
begins with plastic resin in 
the form of pellets, some of 
which are manufactured in 
Edmonton, These pellets are 
received in their natural off- 
white color and are dyed to 
the desired shadebefore 
being placed in the hopper on 
the molding machine, 

From here, the pellets are 
fed into an injection cylinder 
equipped with heating ele- 
ments to melt the resin, The 
melted resin is injected into 
the mold and cooled with 
water. The finished product 
drops into a chute and is 
inspected for quality. Metal 
fittings such as handles are 
added manually. 

There is no waste as a 
special machine grinds re- 
jected material into pellets 
for re-use, 

Mr. Lacroix estimated 
that one thousand pails such 
as the ones being turned out 
at the time, would be pro- 
duced in an eight-hour shift, 

‘*Changing molds is quite 
an undertaking,’’ Mr, La- 
croix explained, ‘‘It some- 
times takes almost a day for 
the changeover so a good 
quantity of any one item is 
usually produced for inven- 
tory.’’ 

Pro-Western Plastics 
owns some of the molds 
outright but others are ex- 
changed with the plant in 
Quebec, 

The whole atmosphere of 
the plant, including men and 
machines, is one of cleane 
liness and order. 

Piles of brightly colored 
plastic products awaited 
packaging and shipment in 
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PELLETS FED INTO HOPPER 
. .on injection molding machine 
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the storageandshipping 
area, located on a mezZzZan- 
ine floor which overlooks 
the manufacturing area The 
factory is served by a spur 
track running into the build- 
ing. 

Garbage pails, looking 
amazingly glamorous in deep 
shades of coral and turquoise 
were stacked beside great 
mounds of “‘sunflower’”’ 
chairs, These are basket 
chairs of open-weave design 
which don’t require covers 
because of their smooth fine 
ish. They’re completely 
weather-resistant and de- 
signed for both indoor and 
outdoor use. They are manu- 
factured in six colors, A 
particularly attractive shade 
and one which is proving 
most popular, according to 


Mr, Lacroix, is soft mauve. 

Items for the industrial 
market == in more sober 
shades of grey and white -- 
included tote boxes for use 
in food factories, bread car= 
riers and large food pack- 
aging pails, 

“Tastes incolors are 
changing,” Mr, Lacroix 
pointed out, indicating the 
deep tones of harvest gold, 
avocado and dark blue used 
in the light-weight stacking 
chairs awaiting shipment. 

“At one time, everyone 
preferred the pastel shades 
in plastics, but now the dare 
ker tones are more popular, 
Color preferences differ in 
different parts ofthe country 
too,’’
